WHAT WE EAT AND DBINK 
A Boston analyst BoVa anare for tb« 
wholesale grocera of fcUe Hub and is now 
.xposing his game to tl^« P^^ic in a 
.eriesof ftttiolea on aaultoration. Horo 
are a fetf of bis discoveries: Nearly all 
tte brown sugars, imported or ,6t natiTO 
manufacture, contain a large amount ol 
impurity. Some brands are absolutely 
unatfor use. They are filled ^vlth acari 
or insects, which, on close inspection are 
invisible to the naked eye. Th« higber 
grades of brown sugars are adulterated by 
mixture with the poorer, and thus ho 
buyer of the supposed finer qualities has 
.base mixture foisted upon him which 
contains, in addition to acaH. the spornles 
of fungus, grit, grape sugar, dirt, and 
topioca starch. In white sugar, the very 
fine kind that is affected by /"'^ej'""^^ 
keeubrs for powdering the tops of cake 
Jtc.ris almost always adulterated with 
flour, Htareh and plaster of P"*""- Coffeo 
is not a whit more respectable. Much of 
t is nob coffee at all. but a conapouud of 
roasted beans or peas, obicory, tJ^rnt corn 
»nd dandelion. Worse than all those 
baked liver is extensively used for niir 
ing witb other materials. Venetian red 
8 used to give the deep brown color 
which belongs to the real article The 
Toronto Afail says; The adultoiation of 
tea is carried to even a greater extent, and . 
wonderful ingenuity is shown >^ defrand- 
ing buyers and customers. In China 
three distinct methods of adulteration are 
practised; one consists of the mixture of 
other kind of lea^?fe« with those of the tea- 
plant- the second is the manufacture of a 
wholly spurious article, aptly enough 
called "Lie tea," wbUe the third consists 
in painting, firlazing. or artifacially color 
ing the surface of the leaves with various 
pigmentary substances. Milhops of 
Jo^S of^he leaves of. different kinds of 
flaTtsareannnally dried in Ohma to 
mingle with the genuine, so t int m com- 
mercial "ways that are dark tjia Mon- 
golian sets the example. "Lie tea, as 
we have already said, is not tea at all. it 
consists of the dust of tea and other leaves 
with sand, made up by means of starch 
and gum into little masses, which are 
afterwards painted and colored to resem- 
ble block or green gunpowder tea. l<or 
coloring teas. Prussian blue and indigo, 
turmeric; China clay, and black lead nro 
•xtensively u^ed, and sometimes sulphate 
of lime and fiypsnqft It would be hardly 
an exaggeration to say that nearly all the 



say 

green teas are thus colored. Cocoa is 
made of a disgusting mixture of musty 
oocoa-nutt with their shells, sugar mixed 
with potatoe starch, tallow or lard, sul- 
phate of iron, red lead, etc. Prepared 
honey is another fraud, being made of 
cane sugar, starch and other substances. 
Starch is a favorite article with the trade, 
as it gives weight and bulk and Sa vory 
difficult of detection. Vinegar contains 
acetic acid, sulphuric acid, nitric acid, 
alum and corrosive sublimate. Prepared 
•ickles, when ofavery bright green color, 
owe it to the use of acetate of copper, a 
deadly poison. MusUrd contains tur- 
meric, flour, ginger, gypsum and cayenne 

Eepper. Pepper is mado of mustard 
usks and ground gypsum, and cayenne 
^.pepper of red lead, the sulphuret of mer- 
" oury. of Vermillion, ochre, and ferrugin 
ons earth. The analvst, after surveying 
the whole field of his operations, comes 
to the conclusion that a "great deal of the 
ill-health of the present generation is due 
, to focd-adnltoration." 

THE INDIAN aUESTION. 

Senator Ingalls has introduced a bill 
for making Indian citizens of the United 
States. This seems a wise proposition 
The San Francisco AUa says:—" If they 
•re to be given and placed upon Eeserva 
tions with a delermination that they shall 
ntt be driven off by white men, whose 
greed clutches at the land.jDf .the red man, 
it is necessary ihat ho bV made and con- 
siderod. a citizen, when he will possess 
rightswbioh the white man will have to 
respect. It has puzzled many people here- 
tofore to understand why our Government 
has for years and scores of years refused 
or neglected to accord this to the Ind'""" 
however far they may have h""" advanced 
in the arts, manoois and morals of civili- 
zation. On tho contmry, their tribal 
customs have been all they had upon 
whioh to depend for their civilfzation and 
the progress so much desired by philan 
thropista and statesmen. We have treat- 
ed with them as if independent nations, 
and then treated them as children in lead- 
ing-strings. They have been used as a 
text to preach about, an argument for ap- 
propriations, and then as geoso to bo 
plucked, barbarians to bo robbed, wild 
beasts to be killed. Any other people are 
treated as human beings and may become 
oitiZHnfl. Not so the Indians. AltUongh 
as great as waa Tecumseh, as civilized, in- 
telligent and capable us the beat of ua, he 
is still regjrcleU us a barbarian, and can 
exercise and enjoy nono of the privileges 
awarded to otiior rucos."

Thoughts on "Place" and "Placemen." 

Editor OoLONisi':-It is doubtless but 
just and equitable that tboso goiitlo- 
men who serve the public as uieuibers 
of Parliament, and those of their num- 
ber who serve aa Executivo Council- 
lors, should be paid for their services. 
This has been liberally attended to; 
and their pay hna been tixed by Act of 
Parliament. Now, sir, whilst ou tho 
the one hand it is quite right that the 
servants of the public Hhould be vfoil,, 
paid, for services faithfully rendered, 
it is, on the other baud, to bo regret- 
ted that no provibo exista :iii'ordiug 
BufHciont security that none but men 
fitted by education, moral oharactor 
and other needful requisites should be 
appointed to fill the highest offices 
of trust in the common wealth, 

It must have been observed in the 
working of ropresontntivo govoruiuent 
that tlie officos have not infrequoutly 
been grab))ed at ami lillod by men nei- 
ther fitted by educiiliuuiil training, 
moral status, nor legislative ability; 
but solely for the pay derived from the 
seat or office. It would bo both er- 
roneous and unjuat to sfiy that be- 
cause a man is poor and compelled to 
earn his living by daily toil, he is 
thereby placed •without the pale of 
competition for such offices. We 
know from tho past history of tho 
Mother Country, nud Aoin the records 
of Canadian progress, that there have 
been not a few noble examples of mon 
of toil endowed with finances of will 
and intellectual power of (^bought, 
giving them such forco of character 
that has raistd them to fill the highest 
ofifices of the state. 'Iha truth of this 
statement is verified by more than one 
example in tho present Cabinet of Ca- 
nada. Such men — ^self-educated men 
— as a rule, generally prove to be the 
best men to fill any oifice. It mu.stbo 
borne in mind, however, that these are 
the exceptions. To enact laws for u 
commonwealth, to legislate wisely' 
and well for hia fellowmeu, the man 
that would,:aBpire,.to,fti;;g08lti9n^9o re- 
sponsiblefshbuld be" known to be a 
man of obaraot'er, of good intelligence, 
and extensive 'inforJtnation, acquired 
by a persevering coarse of self-cul 
ture. Is it reasonable to suppose that 
men whose knowledge and experience 
extend no further or no 'deeper than 
the mere routine of a retail trade, it 
may bo, or the cultivation of patches 
of unreclaimed lands— demanding all 
their time and energies to derive there 
from a bare living, should possess the 
requisite qualifications for the efficient 
and Batisfaotory discharge of the 
duties of the most important trust with 
which naan can be invested by hia fel- 
low man.- ^ it not to degrade the 
privilege enjoyed by the constituency 
of a nation or province that raeii who 
possess neither good moral character 
nor educational training should 
have an equal right to stand 
upon the samo platform 
candidates for election, to fill (be 
highest offices of Governuieut, with 
men of unimpeachablo character and 
known and tried ability? Such, how- 
ever f is the fact as repreBenta^iv^QG^oV' 
ernmeht is being iio\v worked/and one 
result therefrom is that tho best and 
ablest men do not pre.sc"t thcinsolvcis 
as candidates for thcso oOices. It is 
undoubtcdb' "'o ppople's right to eloct 
thoii- ^wn ropresentutiveB; and seeiu 
cliat it is their right tho people ought 
to see to it that they are not imposed 
upon by men devoid .iliko of cliai^acler, 
and bruins and who scok their sull' 
rages, not with a view to tho general 
good, but only with an eyo to tho 
"loaves and tislies !" There should bo 
some test, sanctioned by law, by wbicii 
candidates for aeaLsia Piuliameut and 
for the higher offices of iho Govcrn- 
mont shouhl prove their litnoss to lill 
such responaiblo positions, Aa regards 
tho higher oflSces of tho Govcrninont 
there is not ono of them tho duties of 
which do not imply that tho ofiicehol- 
ders should bo not only of unimpeach- 
able character bnt posHossing such 
educational acquiroiuctits as shitll bo.st 
fit them for tho intelligent discharge 
of tho duties of their respective depart- 
ments. If it is inqjerative that tho 
candidates for other and minor oflic(;3 
of trust should bo able to show tlicir 
fitness to fill those ofliccs, wiiereforo, 
may it not reasonably bo asked, shonld 
candidates for the higher and nioro 
important ones bo osompted? It muat 
be apparent to everyone that as tho 
representative system of government 
is now worked men are appointed to 
otfico because thoy are Bupportois of 
this or that party, irrcspcctivo of lU- 
uess, cr making fitness but asccoiulaiy 
consideration. But where shall wo 
find the remedy for this lax application 
of principles, good in tbemsolvos, and 
intended to work for good.

govern these appointments. L.

The plaintiff in this case -was u chief

Juno, 1872, when ho was to bavobc-on re- 
lieved; but as no ono arrived at that time, 
and as there were a large quantity of furs 
and storoa on hand.he deemed it bis duty

23 oays:— Thoro 
was again a large quantity of fresh meat 
landed at Liverpool last week from the 
United States and Canada, and though the 
recent gales have had the effect of pro- 
longing the voyages of most of the ves- 
sels, the meat on arrival,'witb ono excep- 
tion, was iu very good condition. The 
exception was a consignment of about five 
tons of beef brought by the Canard 
steamer Marathon from Boston.

Thero were again no arrivals ol 
fresh butter. Only one steamer arrived 
with live catllo. The heavy weather ex- 
perioncod led to tho most difastroust con- 
sequences. The steamer in (question waa 
the Dominion, of tho Mississippi and 
Dominion lino. She had on board 145 
oxen and 700 sheep. In the course of the 
voyage from Montreal twenty two cattle 
died from exhaustion and wore thrown 
overboard, while sixteen others were 
found dead on arrival at Liverpool, and 
another had to be slaughtflred on the 
quay. It is estimated that the total loss 
by this occurrence will exceed £1,000.

Hausmann then locked tho hall door and 
shot himself. Mrs^Hg^imagnsaid that it 
was all done in a few'seodifds. While she 
had her daughter in her arms she heard 
her youngest son, Adam, groaning on tho 
bed. She put the girl down and took 
him up. When officer Hughes got into tho 
room he found tho gjrl \f\ag dead on the 
bed and the mother sti^nding over tho body 
with her buy in her arms, Mrs, Haus- 
mauu thought that her husband mu>t 
have shot Johnny first, then the baby.and 
the little girl last. She said she could 
give no motive for her husband's crime 
unleaalt was that be was angry with her 
beoause she would not grant him power 
to collect some money bequeathed to her. 
Her father died in CronRtadt, Germany, 
aon^e monlha ago, lea /ing her a large sum 
of money. Her husband desired her to 
give him authority to go or send there 
and get the fortune for him, and was in- 
censed when she refused. He spoke to 
her about the matter several times, _ The 
nearest that he ever camo to making a 
threat was after one of her refusals to let 
him collect her father's money when he 
remarked, "1 11 go away and -take the kin- 
der with me and leave yo« alone."
